The Virginia Flag.

In reply to an Inquiry we reelte the
following fuots concerning the history
of the Virginia flag:

A convention of the people of Virginia
whilch met on Pebruary 13, 1861, and
continued untdl April 17th, adoptod nn
ordinance setting forth: “That the flag
of this Commonweatth shall hereafter
be mide of bunting, which shall be a
deep bltie fidld with o eirelo of white
in tho centre, upon which shall be
painted or embroldersd, to show® on
hoth sides alikes, the cont of arms of the
State. ns deseribed by the convention
of 1776, for one sido of the seal of thoe
State, noamely: Virtus, the genius of
the Commonwealth, dressed like an
Amagon, resting on o spear with one
handd, and holding & sword in the other
and treading on Tyranny, ropresented
by v man prostrate, o crown fullen from
his head, broken chaln in his left
hand and w scourge in his right,
In tha exergon the word Virginia, over
the head of Virtus: and underneath, the
words ‘Sie SBamper Tyrannls''

Quoting from tho original Journal of
tha econvention of July &, 1778, former
Stato Librarian W, W. Scott saya:

“Thiz has nlways been our flag since
Virginia deelared her independence,
which wae on Juna 20, 1776, flve days
prior to the Federal ‘Declaration.’ ™

The lat-
ter are made on merging of five or ten
per cont. for stocks and commodition
and are purely gumbling with votarics
in every town in tha ecountry. Thi
tiroker acts as the dealer In faro or
othier woll-known gamblng games, get-
ting o percentage or commission ke
the men who place bota on the race-
tracks, Fragquently lo acts as “capper”
or adviser to tho speculater, and hav-
ing hetter Information, the temptation
to take the whola margin or deposit la
ofton not, resisted. Tha quotations of
prices on the exchanges ara manlpu-
ated with n slmllar ohject; oa nn illgs-
tratlon, the condlitlons on the w
York Ootton Exchange have bocoma
B0 notorious as to ecall for an u[.-;nv:nl
by the Southern Cotton Growers 5.
gncintion to the government. The State
of South  Carollna  has  Ieglalated
ngninst thess go-called brokers, and
there ara many who think that Vir-
ginte should follow the exampla. Thao
speculotoras and the few invostors on
marging, or partial payments, have
againat them not only the brokera'
commission and compound intereat and
tha creation of fietltious prices, but
they have algo to risk the failure of thy
hrokers, few of whom limit their busi-
